The England International 
left Wanderers three years ago 
and after considering giving up 
the game, had spells with Weald- 
stone, Slough and Hayes before 
becoming a regular member of 
Chesham United’s first team. 
This season, however, he was 
unable to keep a regular first 
team place and spent much of 
his time in the reserves. 


Worley, 35, whose skilful 
running on the wings made him 
a real favourite with ‘the Wy- 
combe fans, spent 14 years with 
the club and was in the Ama- 
teur Cup final team of 1957 
when the Blues lost 3-1 to 
Bishop Auckland.
